A  bill  reducing  the  aaaeaament  on 
agricultural  land  for  taxation  pur- 
poaca  having  been  promised,  the  rail- 
ways In  turn  are  making  their  con- 
tribution to  the  welfare  of  the 
farmers.  It  waa  announced  tonight 
that  the  railway  manaRpr.s  hud  agreed 
to  reduce  freight  rates  on  agricultural 
products  to  60  per  cent  above  the  pre- 
war ratea  and  on  general  merchandlao 
tu  60  per  cent  below.

shall  be  built.  It  is  going  to  fight 
{or  its  rights,  and  if  in  the  courle  of 
the  battle  it  sees  an  opportunity  to 
grab  something  that  is  not  strictly 
within  its  rights— well,  to  the  victors 
l^clnng  the  spoils. 

There  are  circumstances  Ip  connec- 
tion with  the  life  of  Vancouver 
wiiith  are  not  calculated  to  create  a 
cheerful  disposition.  We  shall  not 
go  into  details  on  that  subject,  for 
the  people  over  there  are  sensitive, 
and  we  would  be  the  last  heedlessly 
to  \»oiind  .nnyonr's  feeling*.  Vet 
Vancouver  is  always  cheerful  and 
optimistic  in  disposition.  If  business 
Is  had  today  if  ^^  ill  begin  to  boom 
tpmorrow.  That  is  one  of  Vancou- 
^r'a  great  virtues— for  cheeHvlness 
4lf  di^silioil  and  hopefulness  of  out- 
look are  virtoes  and  ought  to  be  held 
in  the  highest  esteem. 

Ill  some  rcsprct.s  the  people  of 
Victoria  miffbt  imitate  the  ways  and 
tile  mannera  of  their  neighbors.  We 
should  not  3>\\\--  tlirm  to  go  hack 
to  the  bubble-blowing  days  of  child- 
l>ood;  but  there  ia  no  city  upon  the 
continent  where  the  conditions  arc 
more  favorable  for  the  cultivation  of 
»  cheerful  dis^osttton  and  for  a  reas- 
onable manifestation  of  confidenre  in 
tlic  future.  If  growth  is  the  one  thing 
cicsirable  in  the  life  of  a  city,  as  there 
IS  no  doubt  that  it  is  the  one  thinK 
generally  de<;ired.  experience  ot  the 
past  should  mspijc  confidence  in  the 
fjtiture.  Add  to  this  the  facts  ♦at  the

C  anada  is  doing  considerable  busi- 
ness with  Great  Britain,  but  that  busi- 
ness has  not  increased  aa  rapidly  as 

it  ougiit  to  liase  increased  consider 
ing  the  circumstances.  We  are  doing 
a  big  basincss  with  the  United  States, 
hut  our  enterprising  neighbors  have 
a  habit  of  knocking  almost  any  kind 
of  business  with  them  upon  the  head 
just  at  a  time  when  it  begina  to 
show  signs  of  vitality.  They  do  not 
believe  that  the  sale  of  an  article 
benefits  botii  the  buyer  and  the  seller. 
They  have  adopted  the  principle  that 
tlie  wise  busineas  man  should  sell  as 
much  as  pdMiblc  aad  htiy,  as  littkt  as 
possible. 

The  British  trader,  wise  from  long 
experience,  proceeds  along  different 
lines.    He  derives  a  profit  from  both 
sides  of  a  transaction.    We  under- 
stand that  it  is  tbe  intention  of  the 
Canadian  Government    to    make  a 
sincere  effort  to  get  into  touch  with 
the  British  buainess  man.   The  G6v- 
ernment  has  appointed  an  agent  on 
this  Coast  whose  mission  will  be  to 
promote   trade    with    Britain.  Thia 
representative  should  have  a  fine  op- 
portunity 111  this  Province    for  the.' 
development  of  bia  talenta  as  a 
niotcr.    There  are  more  varieties  of 
products  here  that  are  required  by 
Great  Britain  than  there  are  in  any 
other  part  of  Canada.    Most  of  those 
re(|uircincnts  have  been  met  in  the 
past  by  4h«  United  4ltates,  Jast  be- 
cause we  were  inert  an*!  indifferent, 
the  British  were  in  ignorance  of  the 
circamstancca  and   the  Americans 
were  active  agd  aggressive.
